At the beginning of 
" his trial he was well off and had a 
large awl-happy family. Then .came 
. -3r. extraordinary scries of calamities. 
His flocks and herds and servants 
were ail destroyed. By a terrible 
stroke he was bereaved of. every one 
of his children. As if all this were 
not sufficient, he was afflicted with 
a grievous, disease. Was ever a 
more pitiable or 'forlorn picture pre- 
sented? 

What an unspeakable blessing a 
really spiritual comforter might 
have been. to Job! His friends vis- 
ited him, and did their best, hut they 
did not understand him, and so were 
powerless.

They preached about him to each 
other and preached at him. 

This was the style of their dreary; 
Sermons:- First, that the Almighty,: 
did not send trouble for nothing. 
Second, that Job must be a very 
wicked man and should bear his 
punishment. Third, that the sooner 
he repented of his sins the. sooner 
things would get right. Tiiis style 
of reasoning, good enough in some 
cuscs, did not apply to Job. His 
friends did not understand that 
troubles come to the righteous, not 
as a punishment, but as a trial of 
their faith. 

How bravely Job believed in his 
God! True, he had "his feelings, but 
he refused to believe that his calam- 
ities were wholly on account of his 
sins. He believed God was testing 
his patience and faith to sec what 
his spiritual quality was. 

"His archers compass me round 
about; but behold my record is on 
high." "Though He slay me, yet 
will I trust in Him." "Though 
worms destroy this body, yet in my 
flesh' shall I sec God." Thus Job 
replied to his friends, with all' the 
Strength of an unshakable faith. 
Barren Consolation 

His friends did the best they could, ■" 
They argued tvhh him, one after an- 
other, and -at great length. Thcy 
reasoncd after a fashion, and at 
times appeared to show deep and 
sincere feeling. But, after all, tlicir : 



out of Godia. the way of worldly 
comfort amounted to this — that it 
■was very -bad 'for :him, but he must 
make the best of itl' Other-people 
had troubles, as he had. If only he 
would mend his ways in. the future 
all might :yct *be well!;,-: : 

Is it any wonder Job grew impa- 
tient, with this ..commonplace, and 
trifling talk? The talkers, too, pre- 
sently grew- angry*! until- Job refused 
to argue with them any -more. He 
turned right away from them -to God. 

Ho thing cot lid be more. wise. For' 
in the Book of Job we get a glimpse 
of what was happening behind the 
scenes, so to. speak; Thc^ei! is there 
drawn aside', and we see the spirit- 
ual meaning of' Job's troubles. God 
had been very pleased with the piety 
of Job, and it had been challenged 
bjf the devil, who said it was only a 
fair-weather picty f ->-and if trouble 
came, and particularly personal af- 
fliction, Job, like 'other mortals, 
would soon, forego his religion. Job, 
however, had been put to the test 
and proved himself Co be what God 
said he was;, a man who would 
maintain his integrity at all costs, 
and .who would:nto.t deny- his faith. 
How- natural,, Tthen,' he should turn 
from his sorcaUei friends to God. 
■ His trust- in< -God was perfect. He 
.declared it. better to hold fast and 
firm to the -right, no matter what 
troubles. xamcy r/He would not have 
it said by worldlings - that he only 
served God for .what he could get

"Last. year, my work as. reporter 
took in c one Saturday. evening into 
a fashionable, west-side hotel; five 
minutes later, to my great astonish* 
ment, in came a woman Salvationist, 
not to sell 'The War Cry,' but to 
dine! She came with- a gentleman 
and ■ lady, well-known- as wealthy 
philanthropists, and was - evidently.

"I watched her every movement, 
forgetting my own dmnerand my 
appointment to interview a leading.

Comer-stone of- -New -Citadel -Laid 
by J. B, Mclntyre, Esq./Wbo 
Gave' Stirring and Inspir- 
!f ■ : -ing .'Address. 



The corner-stone of The. Army's: 
new Citadel at St. Catharines was 
laid on Friday evening, July 30th, by 
J. B. Mclntyre, Esq., in the pre- 
sence of many Army friends. Bri- 
gadier Miller presided over the 
gathering. 

He referred briefly to the beauty 
of the copier-stone (says the St. 
Catharines "Standard"), supplied by 
Rymer Bros., mason contractors, 
and to the trowel, donated by the 
contractor, Mr, Charles Darker. The 
following inscription was .engraved, 
on the trowel: "Presented to Mr. 
Mclntyre in commemoration of the 
hying of the corner-stone of The 
Salvation Army Citadel, St. Cathar- 
ines, July 30, 1915." 

Brigadier Miller then presented 
the trowel to Mr. Mclntyre, who, 
after laying the corner-stone, ad-' 
dressed the assembly as follows:—' 

"On every hand are seen unmis- 
takable evidences of the growth of 
our city. _ This is an important and 
creative time for the Garden City. 
.We have met to-day to lay the cor- 
ner-stone of a new Citadel for The 
Salvation Army. May its founda- 
tions be laid deep and solid in com- 
passion and justice for the common 
good of all. May those for whom 
this building is hcing erected realize 
the privileges that arc theirs and 
devote heart and soul to the purest 
effort of patriotism, with a sympa- 
thetic touch and by faithful work, 
the cause of humanity will be ad- 
vanced in our city and country. 

"I am very glad to have the op- 
portunity of being present and list- 
ening to the exercises as far as they 
have gone. Speaking as chairman of 
the Citizens' Committee, 1 desire to 
offer expressions of gratitude to all 
those who have made it jtossib^,- by 
their liberal contributions, to erect 
this Citadel, thereby increasing The 
Army's facilities for greater work.

ING SOME UNIQUE PHASES 
OF ARMY USEFULNESS. 



Willing on some phases of 
Aimy Work in India, Commissioner 
Booth-Tucher says: — 

"During the past year a special 
impetus has been given to the Silk 
anil Handloom Weaving Industries, 
whilst the introduction of the euca- 
lyptus as a malaria fighter and lim- 
ber tree, the coming of the mulberry 
tree for silk and fuel, and of cas- 
sava as a famine fighter, have form- 
ed notable features of our work. 
Iodine has been strongly pushed as a 
remedy for plague and is widely ac- 
cepted hv the medical profession. 

"Besides these special activities, 
our general Missionary Work has 
been uninterruptedly pushed for- 
ward, and our membership has 
nearly doubled since ihc last census, 

"Mrs. Commissioner Doolh-Tuckcr 
and I recently-visited the Criminal 
Settlement at Moradabad, Najibabad 
and Kashipur. Who would have 



id Zealous Salvationists 
ic Punjab Territory 

dreanied a few years ago 01 Crims. 
diligently stitching uniforms for ihe 
Indiun troops 'at ihc front? Yet at 
.Moradabad we saw a great pile of 
clothing being busily prepared, and 
this is by no means the only Institu- 
tion where the inmates arc engaged. 
"There was some special feature 
of interest in every Settlement. At 
.Moradabad there was an ingenious 
kind of a dugout in which a huge 
army of silkworms was sheltered 
securely from the fierce bombard- 
ment of the sun's rays. These give 
promise of a rich silken harvest of 

"In Kashipur some three hundred 
rncnlypitis trees had grown with 
wonderful rapidity. These will help 
to conquer the malarial fiend who 
has so lone; held sway in the fertile 
lint dangerous tracts ot the Tarai. 
With their help wc may hope that 
the vast regions stretching at the 
foot of the Himalayas may some day 
teem willi population instead of 
jungles and wild beasts. 

"At Najibabad our Officers have 
succeeded in establishing the first 
modern hive of bees, an industry 
whicliwill prove very helpful to the 
settlers.^

ENJOY HOSPITALITY OF THE 

ARMY ON RETURN FROM 

THE FRONT. 



, Colonel Rauch recently conducted 
a meeting at Green Point Camp, 
South 'Africa, with the Bcehuana- 
land Mounted Rifles, on their return 
from the front. 

These particular men had gone 
into German South-West Africa by 
way of the Kalahari Desert, but re- 
turned by boat to Cape Town. With 
regard to their journey to "Home, 
Sweet Home," Kimbcrlcy would be 
the furthermost point by rail— then 
by cart,- bike, or horse-back from. 



Seven months it is since wc ar- 
rived to l;ike charge of the work at 
this Native centre (writes Captain 
Anderson in the South African 
"Cry"). And it i:; gladdening to re- 
cord 11 little of what we have seen ■ 
aud heard during ibat brief time. 

To begin with, we love our work 
among the Zulus. To visit the na- 
tives in Ibcir kr:i.-tls, to sit down and 
v.iYii lo them in their natural way of. 
life soon gives one an insight of the .,! 
kind -ind its people. Some we find . | 
.sick, mnl ihey are »lad to welcome j 
us. The people are quite free and 
i>])cii-lie:irleil with us, and tell some 
pitiful stories, whereby one can sec 
how dense is the darkness in which : 
Oiey live, and that they arc ignorant \ 
ni (iod and ibe Salvation lesus died 
to bring lo all mankind. 

We were told by a woman recent- ; 
ly of the cruelty that is not infrc- 
ijneiUly practiced on the old women 
;it the heathen kraals when they be- 
come infirm and unable to work. 
They are leased hy the children, giv- ; 
en very little food, and made to eat 
■ill kin'ik of rubbish, and otherwise 
treated most cruelly. 

To show ihe darkness in which 
many are living, wc might say that 
only the oilier day an old woman 
came to us iu good faith and asked 
for a pass, as she was gelling old 
and might soon die. and she wanted 
when she came to Heaven's gate to 
have the pass to gain admittance. 

Sometimes when visiting wc sec a' 
white flag hoisted. On inquiring one 
day what it meant, wc were told by a 
young man that one of their young 
girls was betrothed, and the flag 
was raised so that others would know 
and share in the joy of it. This was 
the way his engagement was an- 
nounced. 

Late one night wc were requested 
to go to a certain kraal where a 
young man was sick of fever. The 
whole family was present, and near- 
ly all heathen. Wc conducted a 
meeting, and sought to point the dy- 
ing one to the Saviour. Shortly 
after he passed away. The following 
day the burial took place just out- 
side his hut under some stones. A 
few days after wc had the joy of 
leading his mother to Christ, and 
since then one of his sisters has been ' 
dedicated lo God under The Army 
Flag. We cannot but express our 
feelings in the word "Hallelujah 1" 
for the victories already won.

ONE Y EAR OF WAR 

A lilllc over a year ago commenced 
the stupendous struggle which is 
drenching Europe with blood, con- 
verting some of its fairest areas into 
desert wastes, and making heaps of 
smoldering ruin? of many of its 
prosperous towns. It may well be 
called the bloodiest year in the his- 
tory of the world. Nothing has ever 
surpassed this war for numbers 
killed and wounded in so short a 
period. According to statistics pub- 
lished in the daily papers over two 
and a half' million lives have been 
cut short; ami some live million men 
have been' wounded, a certain pro- 
portion of the latter maimed for 
life. To make a comparison it is as 
if nearly the whole population of 
Canada had been killed or injured. 
But in spite of the staggering 
cost of the conflict, in both men and 
money, both sides seem more grim- 
ly determined than ever to carry it 
on to the bitter end, and there is no 
sign as yet upon the horizon of any 
1ct-np to the terrible harvest of death, 
On the anniversary of the war 
British, French, and Russian states- 
men issued statements which very 
clearly show that all efforts to bring 
about peace are at present useless. 
Said Sir Edward Carson: "The war 
will last until the cause of theAlllies 
has been brought to a successful 
issue, and Europe and the world 
have been relieved from the ideals 
involved in the aggression of Prus- 
sian domination. The word peace 
does not enter into our vocabulary 
at the present time." 

It seems certain, therefore, tbat 
we must endure another year, and 
perhaps longer, of this world-shak- 
ing conflict. In view of these things, 
therefore, it is well for us to cou- 
\ sider afresh the words of Jesus: 
\ "When ye shall hear of wars and 
commotions, be not terrified; for 
.these things must first come to pass." 
No matter what happens we must 
hold on to our faith in God; we 
muBt be ready for every good 
work; we must seek to mitigate as 
much as possible the sufferings of 
the wounded; wc must bind up the 
broken hearts, and, above all, we 
tnnsf go on with our God-appointed 
task of pointing the world to the 
Lamb of God. Though thrones and 
., crowns may perish, though king- 
: doms rise and wane, the Soldiers of 
: Jesus must not fail to hold up the 
;: Cross before the eyes of mankind. 
' Shortly we may witness the crash 
c of mighty Empires, but even as they 
; fall let us remember wc arc working 
> -with God to bring about His uni- 
! '[tfcrsal rule of love, the mightiest 
Empire of all. And we arc assured

THESE are days of trembl- 
ing. Fear and anguish, arm 
in arm with Death, are 
abroad amongst the Xations. 
News of grief and lamentation comes 
"to me out oF Belgium, out of Ger- 
1 many, out of Russia, out of Serbia, 
out of France, and I have no doubt 
they are also heard in Austria and 
Other countries. Everywhere the 
people more and more eat their 

■ bread with carefulness am] drink 
their water with trembling. Vio- 
lence is risen into a rod of wicked- 
ness. One abominable thing begets 
another, until good men the world 
over are stricken dumb with amaze- 
ment and shame. And, alas! amid 
all the recruiting for the fast armies 
which stand in array, Death, the 
great Devourcr, gets all loo great a 
proportion of recruits. It really 
seems as if the solemn words of the 
prophet were spoken for our own 
day — "A Sword — a sword! 1 1 is 
sharpened aud also furbished — it is 
sharpened that it may make slaugh- 
ter — yea, it is furbished to give it 
into the hand of the slayer." 

* * * 

But not even all this is to me a 
more dreadful outcome of Hie war 
than the abandonment by multitudes 
of ihc people, of all religion— of all 
faith. There is among them ciilicr a 
despair of any good in it— or there 
is an open contempt for it — or a 
cold stony neglect which is the most 
difficult — because it is the most prac- 
tical, form of unbelief. Tbey talk 
and act and feel as if God were en- 
tirely negligible; as if everything de- 
pended upon guns, and men. and 
money; and as if it docs not matter 
in the least to either side, or to any 
nation, or to the individuals which 
eompose ir, whether or not He ap- 
proves or disapproves their proceed- 
ings, or whether or not there is a 
God at all! This is an appalling 

■ fact — appalling for many reasons, 
but ehicflj because no nation can 
really endure without Him. To cast 
Him off, therefore, to discard His 
approval and help — to abandon His 
Law and Gospel — is to commit sui- 
cide. Is not this what the prophet 
meant when, in rebuking His An- 
cient People for turning away from 
Him, he said, "O Israel, thou hast 
destroyed thyself"? 

It is on my heart to make an ap- 
peal to Salvationists everywhere that 
they should join in intercession that 
our., God. the Living God, in some 
way — which He sees to be the right 
way — will intervene and stop all this 
— that He will come forth from His 
hiding-place and bring us all quickly 
to the condition of mind and heart 
to which He sees we should come 
if the appalling business of destruc- 
tion and hate be allowed to drag on 
on its own way.

I 
know that many of thcin arc often 
hidden in their work and influence. 
Some arc hardly recognized by 
ihcir Leaders as being active Salva- 
tionists at all, while others are so 
conscious oE their own weakness and 
""worthiness that tbey would prob- 
ably be astonished if they were told 
that I counted on help of any kind 
from them. And yet I know they 
have power with God, and whatever 
their influence may be with man 
they can conic into His Presence 
aud move His mighty Hand.

Now in ibesc Comrades especially, 
and also to a)] within our borders of 
whatever nationality who believe in 
the love and pity of the Great 
Maker and Redeemer of the World, 
I make this personal appeal— that 
they will plead with Him that in 
His mercy He will bring us soon, by 
His Own way, to the end of this aw. 
111I war. Let us seek Him in humility 
with confession and yet with cour- 
age and faith. Daring is needed as 
well as devotion when wc would in- 
quire concerning those things of the 
King of kings. Let us, therefore, 
then, come boldly to the Throne of 
Grace that wc may obtain help in 
this time of our poor World's need. 
If wc do not fail, He will not fail us. 

This is specially a time for looking 
out for and helping up the good in 
man. Much that is base and vile and 
selfish is iu evidence all around us. 
So many of the things that in ordi- 
nary times arc held precious arc just 
:iow abandoned — not not a few 
things that wc have been taught [0 
condemn and hate arc excused or 
condoned if not actually applauded 
— that there is a need to watch over 
whatever of good there is in every 
one wc can influence.
